WASHINGTON ipu-British Prime 
Minister Sir Anthony Eden arrived 
here today to begin a new and 
“joint” Anglo-American effort to 
find a just peace for the world. 
The dapper English statesman, 
accompanied by his foreign min­ 
ister, Selwyn Lloyd, landed here 
in Mr. Eisenhower’s government 
plane, Columbine III. 
They flew 
here from New York, where they 
arrived by ship earlier this morn­ 
ing. 
Eden told Secretary of 
State 
John Foster Dulles, who headed 
tbe official welcoming delegation, 
that the two-power meeting with 
President Eisenhower could not be 
more timely in view of recent in­ 
ternational developments. He also 
expressed pleasure that the Presi­ 
dent was well enough to make the 
three-day meeting possible. 
Both Dulles and Eden exchanged 
assurances of a desire for freedom 
and a just peace in the world. 
After the airport greeting, the 
visiting dignitaries were whisked 
to Blair House, the 
government 
guest house across Pennsylvania 
Avenue from 
the White House. 
They will stay there during part 
of their visit. 
They get down to business this 
afternoon. Before that Mr. Eisen­ 
hower, Sir Anthony, 
Lloyd and 
Dulles—had lunch at the White 
House. 
At a news conference on arriv­ 
al in New York, Eden described 
as “admirable” Mr. Eisenhower’s 
weekend reply rejecting Soviet Pre­ 
mier Nikolai Bulganin’s proposal 
for a mutual friendship treaty. 
“The President informed us of 
Marshal Bulganin’s letter and al 
his reply which I thought admir­ 
able,” Eden said in answer to a 
question. 
Asked if he thought the Bulganin- 
Eisenhower exchange would im­ 
prove international relations, Eden 
said he thought world tension was

Editorial — BY BRUCE BIOSSAT 
President Eisenhower, who has 
managed some impressive political 
successes by breaking the stand­ 
ard political rules, now flouts the 
one that says you’ve got to offer 
the voters a tax cut in an election 
year. 
It would have been quite easy 
for the President, in his State of 
the Union message, to have held 
out some hope of a cut by talking 
in cheerfully vague generalities. 
This he declined to do. 
In effect he went over the heads 
of lawmakers who may soon be • 
pressing for some sort of tax re -1 
auction, appealing 
to the good 
sense of the American people as 
he explained why he felt a cut was I 
inadvisable at this time. 
To begin with. Eisenhower ob-1 
viously believes that if the country 
can’t balance its federal budget in 
a time of such high prosperity it 
probably never will. 
He wants 
the budget balanced. 
Originally, hopes of a tax slash I 
were higher because federal ex­ 
penses for the coming year were 
expected to be lower. But upward 
revisions in defense and foreign 
aid items altered the picture. 
Similarity, the President thinks 
prosperous times 
are right for 
making at least a small dent in 
the huge national debt, lf not then, 
when? 
“Under conditions of high peace­ 
time prosperity, such as now ex­ 
ist,” said the President, “we can 
never justify going further into 
dab! to give ourselves a tax cut 
at the expense of our children.” 
Eisenhower would be happy, of 
course, to see a tax cut if the pre­ 
conditions of a balanced budget 
and reduced federal debt could be 
met this year. But the likelihood 
of that isn’t too strong.

insisting that there was no provi­ 
sion in the law permitting a pri­ 
vate individual to lend money to 
the U. S. Treasury. 
With the March of Dimes fast 
approaching and with a congres 
sional 
appropriation 
impossible 
because Congress was out of ses­ 
sion, Davidson went into a huddle 
with Basil O’Connor of the Polio 
Foundation. 
Together they came 
up with an idea that Humphrey 
finally decided was legal. 
Davidson is still hoping for an 
appropriation bill, and if one is 
passed the “anonymous citizen” 
will get his $2,500 back.
